As to claims 1 and 18, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, 
alone or in combination, the recited system and method for preventing telephone calls 
from being initiated using a current loop wire line telephone connection in which a 
device incorporating a switch hook is connected to the telephone line for detecting the 
use of the telephone line by a telecommunication apparatus connected to the telephone 
line and activating the switch hook of the device to go off hook, whereby the 
telecommunication apparatus is unable to place an outgoing call using the telephone 
line as set forth in the recited claims.
